There is said to bo such % thing ns 
"Victory in Defeat." While mourn- 
ing the loss of tho San Juan Arcliipel- 
ngo, calm second-thought seeks to ox- 
tract what orumhs of comfort it may 
from sequent conditions. And tho 
first comforting thought is that tho 
award of Kaiser William has directed 
the attention of tlie civilized ^Yorld to 
thifl portion ; of the Queea'a Dominions 
a .Bray and to an extent which can 
hardly fail of good results. In lead- 
ing articles and in letters the San 

; juan archipelago and British Columbia 
have scarcely occupied less space in 
the English and Canadian press than 
tho Crimean War. It is quite true that 
the "Times" has said some extremely 
stupid things upon the subject; but 
then that's a way the "Times" has. It 
always says stupid things about the 
Colonial Empire. But even these have 
not been without advantage, as the 
means of evoking replies and jiromo- 
ting discussion by Nvhich light as well 
as ink has been shed i;pon tlio 8nl)joc't 
and the country. The result of all 
this is that British Colimibia is more 
favorably thought of and more widely 
known to-dn,y than could possibly liavo 
been the case had the archipelago been 
awarded, as it ought to have been and, 
with proper management, doubtless 
would have been, to the Dominion of 
Canada instead of the American Bepub- 
lic. It will be admitted that this is not 
the most desirable mode of advertising 
tho country; to be robbed in order to 
got set fairly before tho public. But 
as the circumstances wore not (if our 
choosing, it will bo true philosoi^hy on 
our part to seek to extract what honoy 
we can from the bee that has stung us. 
There is another phase of this subject 
to which we would invite attention, 
as being calculated in some measure 
to assuage tho sorrow and mitigate tho 
disappointment and sense of huinili- 

- ation with whidi every true Briton 
must have received the final result of 
a stupid international complication. 
It is doubtless true, as stated by the 
Premier of the United Kingdom, on 
last Lord Mayor's Day, that "tlicro 
has been an enonnous amount of ex- 
aggeration as to the importance of tiie 
verdict." We, ourselves, may have 
boon guilty of indulging in overdrawn 
poetical fancies as to the imporlance 
of what'has been facetiously dcsiguiited 
Canada's key to the Pacific. It was 
natural to do so at a time when tho 
issue appeared to be oscillating, as it 
were, in the scales; but sober after- 
thought must see that there has been 
more or less exaggeration. Looking 
calmly at tho situation, free from po- 
litical mists and local predilictions, 
it must bo obvious that, so long as 
Great Britain is "mistress of the seas,"

juBt BO long will sho bo able to take caro 
of her int(\rost.s liero as olHewliftro. It 
will 1)0 admitted on linnds that it is 
only in the eveut of war betwcon tli'c:it 
Britain and tho Anioricau liopublic that 
any importance can bo attached to tlie 
ownorshij) of San Juan. The contingency 
of such a war is, let us hope, too ruinoto 
to cntitlu the Iiypotlie.sis to very serious 
consideration. But, in tlio iibsonco of 
any bettor omploynient, lot uh look .it the 
matter in tho light of such a w.ir. The 
United States Government fortify and 
garrison San Juan Island in order to 
command our passage. Tho "Mistress of 
tlio Sens" takes possnssion of tho sur- 
rounding waters, cutting olT tlio garriHon 
from all commnnicatidii with tho conti- 
nont, and, conse(piontly, from tho nutans 
of supply. Every niivn and every gnu im 
San Juan would just bo a man and u gun 
lost to the Bepablio in prosecuting tho 
■war; and thus Snn Juan would ])r()vo a 
source of weakness, instead of a tower of 
strength. Niiy, more, Groiit britain oould 
either <juiekly starve tho lono gai-risou 
into capitulation or land men enough to 
capture it; and sho could then liold the 
position and turn the guns placed tln i o 
by Americans upon American comnn i ec. 
In other words, San Juan can only ho <'f 
much ini])orta!ico in tho (ivont of war; iind 
whichever nation 1ms tho Btroiigost navy 
can always take it and uso it wlienevor it 
IB wanted. These things being so, there 
•lis no reason to ory our eyes out over 
-"spilt milk," as tho saying goes.

Last night, at 215 miuntes to 10 o'clock, 
the city ■was shaken by a sharp shook of 
an earthquake -which rocked houses vio- 
lently and drove several families into the 
streets for safety.

Tn some instancfts 
door-bells were rung, aiul i-rockery knock- 
ed from tho shelve.s.

Remarkable Eacpedij^ion. 

Bntrllsh Snvans to- OlmnnmavlKate the 

The expoditiott &hout io.beldispatched 
by the British A^nuralty to undertake a 
Bcientiflo ciroumiia'vig^tion of the Globe 
is desoribidat great^leng^ by J^atxrc. 
The vessel set apart for thns purpose is the 
corvette Challenger, of 2,!50() tons, under 
the command of G. S. Naros. M. N., well- 
known as tho author of a valuahle worlt on 
seamanship, who has soon a great deal of 
active service, formerly in Arctic oxplora- 
tioDv afid lotterly in the Suez survey, 
which he now loaves to head this expedi- 
tion. On tho seientilio statV are, Prof. 
WyvilloTlion.jison of JCdiiiburgh Ihiiver.J- 
ity, chemist; H. N. IMosoloy. of Oxford, 
naturalist; Dr. Von Willenioos Suhni, 
of lyiunich, naturalist; John Jlurray, of 
Edinburgh University, naturalist. Tho 
three naturalists take charge respectively 
of tho invertobratu, vortebratn ami botany. 
Prof Thompson assumes the charge of the 
general zoologii-al work. .\ | iliotiigraphor 
is also assigned to duty. The whole ex- 
pedition is under tho immediate direction 
of the Hydrographies IJeiiart iiieut of tlie 
Admiralty, and tho ship is Jitted out with 
a magnificent collection of sciontilic ap- 
paratus. 

Tho Challenger will sail from Ports- 
mouth for Ciibriiltar, tho lirst haul of the 
dredgo being made in the l!ay of liiscay, 
if the weather should change to bo favoiir- 
al.ile. From (iibraltar she will proceed to 
Madeira, thonco to St. Thomas, tho Baha- 
mas, Bermuda, the Azores; from thence to 
Bahia, touching at Fernando Norohna, 
then across to tho Ca])0 of (lood Hope, 
and after a stay in that neiglibonrliood . 
southward to tho Crozotts and ]\larion 
Islands and Kerguclons Land. A run 
southward will then bo made as far as 
pos.iiblo to tho ice, and the eourso thence 
be made to Sydney, New Zealand, tho 
Cambpell and Auckland groups, Torres 
Straits, Now Guinf a, and New Ireland will 
thou be visited. A long cnise of,|ierhaiis, 
a year will then be niadoamong the Paciiic 
islands; thenre tho cxpi>dition,(ia,;sing bo- 
twoou Borneo and Celebes, anil visiting 
Luzon and its neighborhood, will proceed 
to Japan, where a stay ol two or throe 
months is expected. Thence northw.ird 
to Kamsch,"\tka, whence a run will bo made 
northward through l^ihring'."* Straits, and 
then through tho Aleutian Islands, south- 
ward to .' Vancouvor island, and so 
through tho doop Eastern region of the 
Pacific by Easter Island, and possibly by 
the Galapagos Archipelago .to tlio 1 1 o ni . 
and thence home. Tho voyage, is expect- 
ed to take about tiiree and a half years. 

It is dillicult (say the Xuhn-:') to over- 
ostimato the iniinen.se bonel'it which science 
must derive from an expedition such as 
this. Apart from tho results of intense 
interest which may be expected from the 
deep sea work, the princip.il object of the 
expedition, and which must go far to idii- 
cidato a subject rtn which our knowledge 
is at present of tho most im|ierfect des- 
cription, abundant oiipoi-tuuity will oiler 
for tho accurate investigation of the ani- 
mal and vegetable lifo of many highly in- 
tcrentiug and imjierfiietly known, or 
totally Tuiexiilored ri^gions. The investi- 
gation of the tloras of such islands as Vor- 
nandy Norohna and the ^larirm a,.d Cro- 
zett group, cannot fail to yield most in- 
structive results; and it is needless to 
speak of the intense interest which centres 
in New Guinea.

Thero is every probability of our being 
in a glorious isiokle very shortly in this 
great city of San Francisco. ^Vithin tho 
last fow days wo have boon -warned by 
several smart ehowers and many thick 
fogs that tho rainy season will soon bo 
upon u;; in right good earnest. At this 
everyone is jubilate, as without a drench- 
ing for the next three or four months 
things would be veiy blue for us all next 
year. Such being the ease wo patronise 
tho hacks and street cars to an unlimited 
extent and placidly submit to an occa- 
sional soaking.

A Oia ANTIC! SWINDLE. 

The greale.T.t swindle in the history of 
the United States, until one day last week, 
was tho introduction of wooden nutmegs 
and wooden hams by soine cute Yankee ; 
but this was a more flea-bite in compari- 
son with San Franeiiico'a diamond swin- 
dle. Y'^our readers will doubtless have 
heard of the reported discovery of a rich 
field of diamonds and other precious 
stones, the location not being many hun- 
dred miles from here; they should also 
know that a company was formed to work 
this wealthy fiold,'a conqiany compris- 
ing six or seven of the wealthiest! smart- 
est! and shewdest of our men! This hand- 
ful of men took tho management into their 
own hands and refused to allow tho stock 
to bo placed in the market (much to tho 
disgust of the general public, who thought 
tli<>y wanted to 1-iag all tho profits) until 
the "field was tlioi-ouglily explored. Bival 
companies were also formed for the ])ur- 
])oso of exploring in the immediate vicini- 
ty of tho wonderful field formed rapidly, 
and in some instances as rapidly sunk 
into oblivion. But still tho great com- 
pany existed and continuod reports were 
reee'ived of the untold wealth of the finds;

Legal Question. — It lias bociia common 
practico amonpr tlic settlors in frontier 
States to contract what nro called In- 
dian marriages. That is, Indian trad- 
ers and other would select ■wives among 
tho Indians, whom they would wed ac- 
cordiuf^ to the Indian custom, or other- 
wise, as tho case may lio, not always 
restricting themselves to a single wife. 
The question has now been brought 
before the Missouri courts whether tho 
issue of such marriages can inherbit pro- 
perty as legitimate heirs. This is a ques- 
tion of great interest in tho West, as in 
Missouri, Arkansas, Texas, Iowa, and 
nearly all the Territories, there aro great 
numbers of persons who are the offspring 
of such irregular marriages. Tno ease 
which has opened this novel question of 
legitimacy is ono of peculiar interest. INlr. 
William Gilliss, ono of the first settlers of 
Kansas City, nnd its most Avi.'althy citizen 
at the tiino of his death, some time ago 
died n bachelor as every one sui^posed, 
leaving his jiroporty to bis niece, a Jlrs. 
Troost, who afterwards also died, leaving 
a will in which were be(iuests for the 
erection of an opera house, acliundi, and 
a seminary, and fm- the establishment of a 
])nrk and other public iuqjrovoments in 
Kanaas City. Mr. Gilliss, it appears, in 
early lifo, had been an Indian trader and 
and had contracted an In.liau marriage. 
His half-breed ehihlreii have contested tho 
will of;MrH. Troost on the ground tli;.t they 
were tho legal heirs of Gilliss, ami the 
ease has been before the jury in the Circuit 
Court, who decided in favour of Indian 
heirs, thus setting aside the will. Of 
course an appeal was taken from this de- 
cision, and the case will 1)0 carried before 
the Supremo Court, when tho question 
will bo definitely BiHthul whether a mar- 
liage contracted according to Indian cus- 
toms constitutes sucli a marriage as the 
laws of tho country can take cognizance of 
and enforce as legal and binding in all 
re.spects.
